New fields plan benched 


Financial woes leave sports fans hoping next year is the year

The time for playing ball 
games outside is here, but it 
appears the reality of any new 
ballfields being created in town 
is still more than a year away. 

As a result of worsening 
budget problems, selectmen 
have voted 4-0-1 to recom- 
mend withdrawing the 
$230,000 athletic fields expan- 
sion article from this year’s 
Town Meeting warrant. 

According to Town Manag- 
er Buzz Stapcezynski, the 
money will now go into gener- 


al funds to help supplement the 
rising cost of health insurance, 
teachers, fire and police. “It 
will help the whole town,” he 
says. 

Selectmen voted to recom- 
mend withdrawing the fields 
article based on the town man- 
ager’s recommendation. “I 
don’t want to take money away 
from the town and school bud- 
get so I’m not recommending 
this,” he says. “The timing just 
isn’t right.” 

“It doesn’t change our need 
for the fields. It’s just the

burner until we get into better financial times.” 

South and Sanborn elementary schools were 
the places most considered for new fields by 
town officials, but no decisions were ever made 
official. Piantedosi says getting the funding 
would have been the first step; the second step 
would have been finalizing the location. 


“T think we looked at this in a creative way | 
where we could add a field at each location,” he | 


says. 
According to Piantedosi, there were several 
options on both these locations. They were 
looking for ways to optimize the use of a field 
while minimizing the number of trees they’d 
have to cut down. 
“Without funds it will have to stop,” he says. 


In the meantime they will work on main- | 


taining and rebuilding the fields already in 
town. “They take a terrific beating,” he says, 
pointing to the South School fields as a perfect 
example. 

The cost of rebuilding a field with sod 
ranges from $30,000 to $50,000; and from 
$10,000 to $15,000 when using seed. Piante- 
dosi says there are pros and cons to both meth- 


ods. Grass seed costs less, but takes the field | 


out of use for at least a year. Using sod will 
only take two or three months, but the grass 
doesn’t last as long. 


“The sports groups have been good at donat- | 


ing money to the town,” he says, which helps 
with the cost of improvements. 


Andover Little League has donated $5,000 | 


to help with the cost of the field in Ballardvale. 
Piantedosi says a great deal of the money 
will come from the new fees for sports players 
going into effect in July.

ple who share their situation. Though 
friends, neighbors and teachers have 
been of great help, Freidberg says 
she’s had basic questions only a mil- 
itary family could answer, such as: 
How does military insurance work? 
Can we keep our doctor? Do we go 
to a base for a check up? 

She says she is fortunate to have a 
friend whose husband was in the 
Marines. But creating a network 
could help others, with whatever their 
needs might be. 

“I would see it as trying to build a 
community within this community, 
and then letting the members of that 
community decide what they need,” 
she says. 

John Doherty, town veterans 
agent, says he’s willing to start such a 
list, for interested people. He already 
knows of several families with spous- 
es or children on active duty. Doher- 
ty has given out 19 Blue Stars - 
which are given to people who have 
family members actively serving in 
the military — and he expects to give 
out more. “Every week I discover 
one or more. Obviously it’s not 
mandatory that you sign in,” he says. 
At least five Andover families have 
family members actively involved in 
the fighting, and others aren’t sure 
where in the Middle East their rela- 
tives are currently, as the military 
keeps a lid on such information, he 
says. 

“I'm keeping a list here of people 
who have been on active duty,” says 
Doherty. “Most of them have indicat-

ed they wanted their names to be 
kept private.” 

Like Freidberg, such families say 
they’re getting a lot of support from 
neighbors. “They're pretty resilient, 
especially the women whose hus- 
bands are away,” says Doherty. “The 
parents seem to be having a tougher 
time than the wives. I take my hat off 
to all of them.” 

But Doherty sees how a network 
could help. 

Freidberg — whose husband 
Michael is in Washington D.C. as an 
analyst supporting the Navy’s contri- 
bution to the war on terror — indicates 
it could be used to help people with 
both the everyday issues and the 
more serious concerns.

the next fiscal year. It generated 
about $470,000 this year. As a 
result, she is increasing the costs 
for hundreds of recreation pro- 
grams an average of 20 percent 
beginning July 1. 

Plus, she is cutting several 
summer jobs for teens.

This summer, 
just 15 jobs will be shared by the 
two departments. 

“It’s going to be a tough sum- 
mer for young people,” Dono- 
hue summed up. 

Residents will be feeling the 
pinch of increased costs after 
July 1 with the dog-obedience 
course increasing the most. The 
cost for the program will jump 
30 percent — from $57 to $74. 
Hikes in town tennis programs 
and the SAT preparation courses 
are also planned, as Donohue 
said DCS charges well below 
market rate for these particular 
courses. She believes the hikes 
will bring these courses in line 
with what people are willing to 
pay for them. 

She is still working on price 
increases for hundreds of other 
courses and has no official 
increases. 

“I would say courses will go 
up about 20 percent. That’s how 
much residents can expect,” she 
said. 

She did say Andover’s 
upcoming summer scene will 
definitely cost residents more 
money. For example, the sticker 
price for Pomp’s Pond is going 
up from $50 to $60 this summer. 
That’s nearly a 75 percent 
increase in two years; during the 
summer of 2001 it cost just $35

for a sticker. 

Plus, the annual Pancake 
Breakfast held every July 4 is 
being cut short by an hour and 
will cost $1 more — $4 per per- 
son instead of $3. Folks will be 
encouraged to bring their own 
beach chairs to the event. Typi- 
cally, folks mill around, enjoy- 
ing the games for kids after eat- 
ing, but Donohue plans to get 
the word out about people bring- 
ing their own chairs. That will 
save some money on renting 
chairs, she said. Also, there will 
be no Moonwalk for kids to play 
on, as that has been cut as a way 
to save money. 

The popular summer concert 
series in the Park has already 
been cut from seven concerts to 
six while Donohue plans to hold 
a 50-50 raffle during the show — 
again as a way to raise money. 

“I hope people will come out 
this summer and support us at 
the pond and at all our other 
events,” said Donohue. 

“I know we are upping costs 
considerably in some cases, but 
we will remember what the mar- 
ket can bear as we go through 
this. 

“It's a tough economy but 
that has worked in our favor in 
years past. People may pass on 
the country club pool (member- 
ship) and private tennis lessons 
and take our programs. That’s 
what I hope for.”

the water is flowing and redi- 
rect any pipes found to be 
creating an environmental 
hazard, thanks to a pending 
federal mandate. 

According to Brian 
Moore, town engineer, the 
federal government started a 
storm-water drain program in 
large communities about 10 
years ago, and it is now tar- 
geting towns with popula- 
tions of 10,000 or more that 
are considered urbanized 
areas. 

“It’s designed to reduce 
pollutants from entering 
streams, rivers, ponds and 
other receiving bodies of 
water,” says Moore. “It’s part 
of a federal government plan 
to clean up Storm drain dis- 
charges.” 

Moore says the town was 
first informed in 1999 of the 
new regulations. A March 10 
deadline for communities to 
present a five-year plan has 
been postponed. Once a new 
date is set, towns will have 90 
days to hand in their five-year 
proposals for accomplishing 
and maintaining the stan- 
dards of the new regulation. 

Communities have been 
advised it will cost about 
$30,000 per year to meet the 
federal regulations. Moore 


— 


calls that a rough estimate 
and says he expects it could 
be higher. 

The first step for Andover 
is to locate all the storm water 
drains and check for prob- 
lems. This will help deter- 
mine the cost. According to 
Moore, there are several 
thousand drains in town and 
currently no one checks 
them, or even knows how 
many there are. 

“The only time we know 
if there’s a problem now is if 
someone nearby notices and 
calls,” he says. 

In the future the flow from 
storm drains will need to be 
periodically monitored and 
inspected. Construction sites 
on land over one acre will 
have to comply with the same 
regulations land over one 
acre and within 100 feet of 
wetlands follow now. 

Construction workers will 
have to control runoff from 
their sites by using such 
things as tension ponds and 
basins.

She said he called wood shop

James went on to call 
Meyer's suggestion of sending 
the budget to Town Meeting for 
an open vote “divisive and coun- 
terproductive.” 

Teachers walked out angrily 
after the vote.

approach the table differently. Andover officials had | | 


planned to come to 2003 Town Meeting to ask for the 
money for fields before specifying where the fields 


would be created, said Joe Piantedosi, plant and facil- | | 
ities director. They had it backwards. Basic logistics | | 


such as where the fields will be built must be ironed | 


out before officials can expect residents to open their | 


wallets. 


In the past, efforts to build new fields often have | | 
been rejected because specific neighborhoods | 


haven't been willing to accept the traffic and noise | 


burden new fields could bring. A solution to each 
neighborhood fighting new-fields efforts, as individ- 
ual articles are presented, is for the town to present a 
comprehensive five-year plan, and to stick to it. That 
way, residents can see that many areas of town will 


be getting new fields and will share in the benefits | 


and difficulties of them in the near future. 
With Andover selectmen planning to withdraw 
this year’s article, town officials now will have a full 


year to form such a thought-out plan. There should | 
be no excuse in some future year, when another fields | 


article is proposed, for the article not to be specific 
about where the fields will be built. It will be to 
everyone's benefit if people know exactly where a 
particular field fits into a longer-term plan for new 
fields.

Town Meeting article 


Selectmen don’t follow map argument

Andover residents need to 
decide if the town should 
reshape an apartment district for 
the sake of a single house. 

Timothy and Siobhan Quin- 
lan, of 173 High St., submitted a 
Town Meeting private warrant 
article to rezone their property 
from the single residence B 
(SRB) district into the apartment 
(APT) district, which would 
allow their house to be convert- 
ed into apartments. 

Selectmen voted 4-0 on 
March 24 to disapproval the 
warrant article, with Selectman 
Brian Major out sick. 

However, Mark Johnson, the 
Quinlan’s lawyer, says the 
selectmen’s decision isn’t going 
to stop his clients from proceed- 
ing with their request. 

“The selectmen have five 
votes,” Johnson says. “It’s up to

A former state “bilingual teacher of the year” and famed

Tuesday, Haverhill police arrested David A. Bueno, 31, a 
teacher in the area for eight years, for allegedly inviting the 
female student into his classroom and pressing his aroused geni- 
tals against her from behind. His lawyer, Arthur Broadhurst, said 
the student fabricated the story and has a history of making sim- 
ilar allegations at other schools. 

Facing a charge of indecent assault and battery on a child over 
14, Bueno was released on $5,000 bail and ordered to stay away 
from the school and any children under the age of 16, with the 
exception being his 4-year-old daughter. 

Greater Lawrence Superintendent Frank Vacirca said Bueno, a 
bilingual teacher, has been suspended pending the outcome of the 
case. “The safety of the students is paramount,” he said.

Looking lovely in a beige, black and 
white dress, Samantha sat at a team table 
where, in typical fashion, she and her team- 
mates said that though all the attention on 
them was terrific, that night’s party was all 
about Alex. Appropriately, twin sister Ari- 
| anna Miliotis, who was dressed in a pretty 
red dress, did the team talking. 

“This is just incredible, almost over- 
whelming,” she said of the huge crowd, 
which she described as full of family mem- 
bers, friends and people connected to 
Andover basketball. “I believe Alex’s spirit 
was at the state championship game and that 
was enough. Now, I know it’s here tonight.” 

The huge turnout was clearly over- 
whelming for her mother, Patti Miliotis of 
Thresher Road, who was brought to tears 
when she attempted to address the crowd. 

“I am blessed to have so many friends,” 
she managed to say before her voice trailed 
off. “I am trying not to cry... but, a sea of 
400 people is just too emotional.” 

Her husband, Mark Miliotis, fought off 
tears by sticking to the night’s agenda. He 
joked about being able to do that because he 
is a lawyer. 

The agenda included donating a $1,000 
check from Alex’s Team Foundation to the 
new Andover youth center. Ex-selectman 
Larry Larsen, now president of the Andover

$10,000 check to Children’s Hospital, which 
will be used to support educational and respite 
opportunities for hospital staffers who work in 
the cancer departments. 

“We got to know many of them when 
Alex was there and it was important to us 
that we do something for them. They work 
so hard with families and it’s so emotional.” 
Patti Miliotis said later in the evening. “This 
money will help them if they want to con- 
tinue their education or take a leave.” 

Another $1,000 from the Alex’s Team 
Foundation was donated to Dr. Loren 
Walensky, a leukemia cell researcher at 
Dana Farber Cancer Institute. Patti and 


Mark Miliotis said his was the first face they 
saw after they learned their daughter had 
leukemia. 

“It was a situation that you never want to 
be in,” Walensky told the crowd of his first 
encounter with the Miliotis family. “Today, 
about 85 to 90 percent of our leukemia 
cases are curable. It’s that 10 to 15 percent 
we need to work on.” 

The Miliotis family plans to hold more 
events in Alex’s memory and donate the 
money to cancer research. Their hope is that 
a cure will be found so there are no families 
like theirs — families in that 10 to 15 percent 
bracket.

College freshman balances Web-site hosting company with first-year classes

Chris Britt got chewed out by 
a professor last Thursday. The 
Stonehill College freshman 
missed class because he was 
busy solving a problem at the 
Web-site hosting company he 
founded when he was in high 
school. 

Britt, 19, is an unlikely small 
businessman. The college student 
is known as “that hippy kid’ by 
the people on his dorm-room 
floor. He wears Berkenstock san- 
dals and hemp jewelry. He moun 
tain bikes and scuba dives 

He also employs 20 people to 
help drum up business and keep 
his Brittnet Hosting Solutions 
running smoothly while he’s in 
class. 

Britt would be the first to 
admit that running a full-time 
business while being a full-time 
student has its difficulties. Last 
week's fiasco: The credit-card 
processor on his server was mal- 
functioning and double-charging 
clients. “It was a mess,” 
Britt. 

It ali worked out on the busi- 
ness end, which is good, because 
Britt has clients who depend on 
him for service and employees 
who depend on him for theit 
livelihoods. But that doesn’t help 
his grade-point average. 

Britt says his parents would 
like him to spend more time on 
his school work. His father has 
joked that he might put his profits 
towards paying for school. Britt 
says he is looking for a balance, 
but it’s tough. “School's a 
responsibility, but I have an equal 
responsibility to pay people.” he 
Says. 

Brittnet, now a full-time 
responsibility, started out as a 
high-school prank. Britt, then a 
senior at Brewster Academy in 
New Hampshire, was annoyed 
when his teachers cracked down 
on instant messaging during 
classes. He worked out a system 
to get around his school’s firewall 
and his classmates wanted in on 
the deal. “I'd hit them up for five 
bucks,” he says.

ARENT MARGARET SMITH was 
excited when her kids got redis- 
tricted to High Plain Elementary 


School. A brand new school with new 
facilities fueled her desire to have her 
two children moved from Sanborn in 
the redistricting 

Now, looking at classroom size pro- 
jections for the next school year, Smith 
sees that if her son and daughter had 
stayed in Sanborn they probably would 
have had smaller classes. She’s peti- 
tioning the superintendent of schools 
to do something about it. 

In a letter to Superintendent Claudia 
Bach, Smith says there is an unfair 
breakdown of students. “As parents of 
High Plain Elementary School we are 
extremely disturbed with the projected 
class sizes for the 2003-2004 school 
year,” she says in the letter. 

Smith says High Plain will have 
classrooms with as many as 27 stu- 
dents in grades 3 and 5 in the next 
school year, where Sanborn’s pupil- 
per-classroom rate is projected to be 
19 students for grade 3, and 22 for 
grade 5 

Smith, a member of the High Plain 
School Improvement Council, worked

“This is just not fair. They messed 
up the redistricting,” charges Smith. 
Her comparisons of grades 1, 3 and 
5 show that the High Plain classes 
have five to eight students more than 
their Sanborn counterparts. 
Meanwhile, her data shows that 
second-grade class sizes are the same 
at both schools while Sanborn has five 
more students in grade 4 classrooms 
than High Plain does. All classes at 
High Plain and Sanborn are within the 
School Committee guidelines.

have smaller classes at the new school, 
but she expected it to be equal. 

Smith also says she was shocked to 
hear that High Plain, a school opened 
to alleviate crowded schools, was 
already filled to 97-percent capacity 
this school year. 

High Plain’s capacity is 564 stu- 
dents. There are currently 548 stu- 
dents, with 560, or a 99-percent capac- 
ity projected for the next school year. 
“That's kind of a big mess up,” she 
Says.

It is current- 
ly at 101 percent capacity, with 559 
students.

At Tuesday night’s School Com- 
mittee meeting, Smith suggested a vol- 
untary swap program to address the 
class size issue. It would allow parents 
to move their students from a school 
with higher classroom sizes to one 
with smaller class sizes. 

No action was taken on the idea, but 
Bach called it “very possible.” 

Bach presented general numbers to 
the committee and did not say she saw 
inequities. “You will see much more 
consistency than we thought,” she said. 
She also said that class sizes were still 
“fairly low.”

Not that last year was a bad one 

The Lady Warriors finished 7-2 in dual 
meets and placed fourth in the State Class A 
Championship Meet. 

Prior to last season the AHS girls had 
won the MVC outdoor title four straight 
years, in 1998, 1999, 2000 and 2001, and 
five of the previous six

only area where we’re very young is the 
hurdles.
